2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest the combination that would teach a gas pressure 
switch for an ignition and safety svstem for ammunition comprising a piston actuator, 
the piston actuator being displaceable from a idle (switch open) position to a contacting 
(switch closed) position by propellant gases of the ammunition during use; two contact 
pins fixedly attached to the switch housing; a contacting device operatively associated 
with the piston actuator and located on a first side of the piston, the first side being 
opposite the piston's second side on which the propellant oases act during use, the 
contacting device connecting electrically to the contact pins when the piston is in the 
contacting (switch closed) position; and a locking pin which holds the piston in the idle 
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(switch open) position until a predetermined gas pressure is reached, which pressure 
shears the locking pin so the piston is displaceable into the contacting (switch closed) 
position .
